Freedle said there is much more 
freedom, especially for the women 
But, she added, youth of the coun­ 
try

freedom was good for her people 
but that it would take time for 
them to adjust to the responsible 
tie* that come with this new free­ 
dom.

Stratton’s plan to meet Illinois 
school and welfare needs by hik­ 
ing the sales tax a penny drew al­ 
most solid support today from leg 
islative leaders. 
But some lawmakers

sales tax boost, in any form 
Stratton asked the Legislature in 
his budget m essage Monday to in­ 
crease the tax a penny for one 
year. He said the funds would be 
used solely for "greatly increased" 
school and mental hospital need* 
Immediate opposition came from 
Joseph T. Meek, head of the Illi­ 
nois Federation of Retail Associa­ 
tions and the Republican candidate 
for U. S. senator last year. 
“ We oppose increasing the sales 
tax because we know better than 
anyone else the narrow difference 
between the average retailer’s vol 
ume and his expenses,” Meek said 
"Any decline in volume could have 
serious repercussions ” 
However, 
top 
leaders 
of both 
legislative houses. 
Democrat as 
well as Republican, indicated their 
support of a tax hike to finance 
school and welfare needs. 
House Majority Leader John W 
Lewis Jr. (R Marshall) termed a 
penny sales tax increase for one 
year "sound,” compared with some 
suggestions for a half-cent hike for 
two years. 
Lewis said a penny hike would 
"raise enough money” rn a year 
, "without the complications” that 
would be caused to J* Jyilf cent 
boost.

However, Lewis added "my pre 
diction is that it will be reinstated 
again next session,” in 1957. Other* 
echoed him 
Democratic 
leaders 
said they 
backed the tax increase but some 
questioned 
w h e t h e r 
proceeds

ed for school and welfare use only 
"II the governor means what he 
says about using the money only 
for schools and welfare. I can’t see 
why be refused to earmark it. 
said Rep. Paul Powell (D-Vienna) 
Powell said “ I don’t think it’s 
smart to put the penny on for one 
year." He said the tax hike should 
be continued for two years, so the 
state can "really do a good job” 
for schools and mental hospital* 
The influential southern Illinois 
Democrat took occasion to charge 
Stratton broke a 1952 campaign 
promise when he asked for the 
sales tax hike and a “u se” tax on 
out-of-state purchases in his budget 
m essage. 
"Ia at least 40 speeches he said 
there would be no tax increases in 
his administration, and now he has
